The figures in sqtEare brackets [ ] 
refer to the large size. 

These garments have been specially 
designed for the size range given and 
it is regretted that no adaptations are 
available. 

Abbreviations 

K^knit; P=purl; PB-purl into 
back of stitch; st— stitch; sLIK^ 
slip stitch knit ways; yfwd=yarn 
forward ; yrn =yarn round needle, 

tog = together; rep = repeat; paCt= 
pattern; in=inches; cm— centi- 
metres ; mm = millimetres ; 0 = no 
stitches or times; MS = Main 
Shade ; C = Contrast. 

M1=make 1 stitch by picking up 
horizontal loop lying before next 
stitch and w'orking into back of it, 

MB=make bobble by {yfwd, Kl) 3 
times into next st, thus making 6 sts 
out of 1, turn, P6, turn, K6, turn, 
(P2tog) 3 times, turn and sLlK, 
K2tog, pass slip stitch over. 

Note 

When working Bobble Stripe Pat- 
tern, carry colour not in use loosely 
up side of work.

CAUTION, It is essential to work to 
the stated tension, and Patons and 
Baldwins Limited cannot accept 
responsibility for the finished product 
if any yarn other than the recom- 
mended Patons yarns is used. 

Buy the full amount of yarn at one 
time to avoid variations in dydots. 

Pair each Nos 2f mm and 3 mm 
Beehive or Mil ward Disc needles. 
Needle sizes quoted arc Metric: 
equivalent UK sizes are No 12 for 
2| mm and Noll for 3 mm, 

4 buttons. Length of ribbon. 



Check your tension 

Cast on 16 sts on No 3 mm needles. 
Work 20 rows in stocking stitch. 
Cast off. The sqLtare should meas- 
ure 2 in each way. 

If your tension is right in stocking 
stitch it should be right in any other 
fabric. 

If the square is bigger your work is 
too loose; try a size finer needle. If 
it is smaller your work is Loo tight; 
try a size larger needle, 

Arty alteration in needle size should 
be carried throughout the design. 



FRONT AND BACKS 

(Worked in one piece to armhole 
division) 

With No mm needles, cast on 
243 [255] sts and K 5 rows. 

Change to No 3 mm needles and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row— P3, ® K3, yrn, 
P3 ; rep from * to end, 

2nd row — K3, * P4, K3 ; rep from 
^ to end. 

3rd row— P3, * Kl, K2tog, yfwd, 
Kl, P3 ; rep from * to end. 
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4th row — K3, * P2, P2tog, K3 ; rep 
from * to end. 

5th row — P3, * Klj yfwd, K2tog, 
P3 ; rep from * to end. 

6th row^ — K3, P3j K3; rep from * 
to end. 

These 6 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until work meas- 
ures approx 6 [6^] in, ending with a 
6th row' of palt. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide 
for Left Back as follows : 

Next row' — Patt 61 [63], turn and 
leave remaining sts on a spare 
needle. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
on these 61 [63] sts. 

Next row — KO [1], K3tog ptog], 
K2tog ; rep from to end (30 [32] 
sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn 
to remaining sts, patt 121 [129] sts, 
turn and leave remaining sts on a 
spare needle. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
on these 121 [1 29] sts for Front. 

1st size 

Next row — K2, {K2tog) 8 times, 
® K3tog, (K2tog) 9 times; rep from 
3 times more, K3tog, (K2tog) 7 
times, K2 (60 sts). 

2nd size 

Next row— (K2tog) 32 times, K3tog, 
* K2tog; rep from ^ to end (64 sts). 

Both sizes 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn 
to remaining 61 [63] sts and patt to 
end. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
for Right Back. 

Next row— K2tog; rep from * to 
last 3 sts, K3tog [2tog], KO [1] (30 
[32] sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

SLEEVES 

With No mm needles, cast on 
40 [44] sts and K 2 rows. 



Next row — (Holes for ribbon), K3 
[1], * yfw'd, K2tog, Kl; rep from 
to last st, K 1 . 

Next row' — K. 

Next row— K2, (K2, Ml) 17 [19] 
times, K4 (57 [63] sts). 

Change to No 3 mm needles and 
work in patt as for Front and Backs, 
until Sleeve measures approx 6 [7] 
in down centre, ending with a 6th 
row^ of patt. 

Place a marker at each end of last 
rowc 

Work a further 11 [17] rows in patt. 

Next row— K2 [1], (K2, K2tog) 13 
[15] times, K3[2](44[48] sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

YOKE 

With right side facing and No 2-f 
mm needles, slip all sts on to left- 
hand needle as follows: 30 [32] sts 
from right back, 44 [48] sts fronr 
ist sleeve, 60 [64] sts from front, 
44 [48] sts from 2nd sleeve, 30 [32] 
sts from left back (208 [224] sts). 

Next row — (Holes for ribbon), K4 
[6], ^ yfwd, K2log, K4; rep from 
^ to last 0 [2] sts, KO [2]. 

Next row — K. 

Shape Yoke as follows : 

1st row — Kl, (K2tog), 1 [0] time, 
* K2, K2tog; rep from * Lo last I [3] 
sts,Kl [3] (156 [169] sts). 

2ndrow--K. 

3rd row— K6, (K2tog, Kll) 1 1 [12] 
times, K2tog, K5 (144 [156] sts). K7 
rows. 

nth row— K6, (K2tog, KIO) 1 1 [12] 
times, K2tog, K4 (132 [143] sts). 
K 7 rows. 

19th row— K5, (K2tog, K9) 1 1 [12] 
times, K2tog K4 (120 [130] sts). 
K 7 rows. 

27th row— K5, (K2tog, K8) 11 [12] 
times, K2tog, K3 (lOS [117] sts). 
K 3 rows. 

31st row— K4, (K2tog, K7) 11 [12] 
times, K2tog, K3 (96 [104] sts). 
K 3 rows. 

35th row'— K4, {K2tog, K6) 11 [12] 
limes, K2tog, K2 (84 [91] sts) K 3 
rows. 



39th row' — K3, (K2tog, K5) 11 [12] 
times, K2tog, K2 (72 [78] sts). K 3 
rows. 

43rd row— K3, (K2tog, K4) 11 [12] 
times, K2tog, Kl (60 [65] sts). K2 
rows. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

* * With wrong side of work facing, 
block each piece by pinning out 
round edges, and omitting garter 
stitch, press lightly following in- 
structions on the ball band, taking 
care not to spoil the pattern. 

Using a flat seam for garter stitch 
and a fine back-stitch seam for re- 
mainder, join sleeve seams to 
markers, then join free edge of 
sleeve seams to Backs and Front. 

Left Back Border: With No 2f mm 
needles, east on 5 sts. 

1st row — (Wrong side), K. 

2nd row— sL IK, K4. 

Rep 2nd row until strip, when 
slightly stretched, fits up Left Back 
to top of neck, ending with wrong 
side facing. 

Using a flat seam, sew in position as 
you go along. 

Cast off. 

Riglit Back Border: Work as for 
Left Back Border with the addition 
of 4 buttonholes, first to come level 
with start of Yoke, 4th to come i in 
below top and remainder spaced 
evenly between. 

First mark position of buttons on 
Left Back Border with pins to en- 
sure even spacing, then work 
buttonholes to correspond. 

To make a buttonhoJe: (Right side 
facing), sLl K, Kl, yfwd, K2tog, 
KL 

Thread a length of ribbon through 
holes on each side of Yoke to tie at 
centre front sewing ends neatly to 
wrong side on Backs. 

Turn in end of ribbons at back and 
catch to back seams. 

Thread a length of ribbon through 
cufls and tie in a bowc 

Press seams. 

Sew on buttons.

FRONT AND BACKS 

(Worked in one piece to armhole 
division) 

With No 2| mm needles and MS, 
cast on 239 [259] sts and K 5 rows. 

Change to No 3 mm needles, join in 
C as required and work in patt as 
follows : 

1st row — (Right side), in MS, K. 

2nd TOW — In MS, P. 

3rd row— In C, K9, MB, K9; rep 
from to end* 

4th row'— In C, K9, * PBl, K9; rep 
from * to end. 

5th to 8th row — Rep 1st and 2nd 
rows twice, 

9th row — In C, K4, * MB, K9; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, MB. K4, 

10th row — In C, K4, * PBl, K9; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, PBl, K4. 

11th and 12th row's — As 1st and 2nd, 
These 12 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until work meas- 
ures approx 6 [6^] in, ending witli a 
6th or 12th row of patt. 



Keeping continuity of patt, divide 
for Left Back as follow s : 

Next row — Patt 60 [65], turn and 
leave remaining sts on a spare 
needle. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
on these 60 [65] sts. 

Next row — * K2tog; rep from * to 
last 0 [3] sts, KO [3 tog] (30 [32] sts). 
Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin MS to 
remaining sts, patt 119 [129] sts^ 
turn and leave remaining sts on a 
spare needle. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
on these 119 [129] sts for Front. 

Next row — K1 [0], * K2tog; rep 
from * to last 0 [3] sts, KO [3 tog] 
(60 [64] sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin MS to 
remaining 60 [65] sts and patt to 
end. 

Work a further 10 [16] rows in patt 
for Right Back. 

Next row — KO [3] tog, * K2tog; rep 
from ^ to end (30 [32] sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn. 



SLEEVES 

With No 2| mm needles and MS, 
cast on 40 [44] sts and K 2 row^s. 

Next row — (Holes for ribbon), K3 
[1], ^ yfwd, K2tog, Kl; rep from 
^ to last St, KI . 

Next row — K. 

Next row— K2 [8], Ml , (K2, Ml) 18 
[14] times, K2 [8] (59 sts). 

Change to No 3 mm needles and 
work in patt as for Front and Backs, 
until Sleeve measures approx 6 [7] 
in down centre, ending with a 6th or 
12th row of patt. 

Place a marker at each end of last 
row. 
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Work a farther 1 1 [17] rows in patt. 

Next row- Ki [3], K2tog, (K2 [3], 
K2tog) 14 [iO] times, KO [4] (44 [48] 
sts). 

Break yarn and slip sts on a length 
of yarn, 

YOKE
